Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and II do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
method, the apparatus and the program for thermal analysis for determining a heating 
characteristics value based on heating temperature and heating time at any measured 
point which are the common features of the group of inventions is known from US Patent 
No. 4927068. Thus claims 44, 61 and 76 are either obvious over or anticipated by US 
Patent No. 4927068 accordingly, the special technical feature linking the two inventions, 
thermal analysis for determining a heating characteristics value based on heating 
temperature and heating time at any measured point, does not provide a contribution over 
the prior art, and no single general concept exits. Therefore, restriction is appropriate.
